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DOUGLAS JERROLD. 
From the London Atheneum. 


Death has taken from among us a man of vast and peculiar force. 
Ileroes dwarf in the eyes of their valets; distance lends enchantment to 
the view; but Douglas Jerrold was the greatest marvel to those who 
knew him best. His reading was wide, and his memory for what he 
read prodigious. Te knew the whole of Shakspeare by heart, and 
every noble line or beautiful image in Faust and the Inferno slept within 
his lips like the charge ina gun, He delighted in Eddas and Zenda- 
vestas, in the lore of the Rabbis, in science and in the mysteries of the 
schoolmen. Lightfoot was familiar to him as Rabelais and Montaigne, 
Bacon as Faller and Donne. Yet the powers which made his fame were 
native. He was most widely known perhaps by his wit; for wit 
catches the sense like a torch in a ravine, even though the gold mines 
may lie unnoticed close by. Prophets who bear torches through the 
streets will draw a crowd sooner than those who teach the wisdom 
of Solomon. And his wit was very nimble, crackling, and original. 
No man could resist its spontaneity and sparkle, and it wrote its daily 
story in London life as a thing apart and institutional. But his wit, 
however brilliant, was not his finest gift. Indeed, in his serious mo- 
ments, he would laugh at his own repartees as tricks—as a mere habit 
of mind—which he could teach any dull fellow in two lessons! His 
wit made only one side of his genius—sprung indeed from a central 
characteristic—the extraordinary rapidity of his apprehension. He saw 
into the hearts of things. He perceived analogies invisible to other 
men. These analogies sometimes made him merry, sometimes indig- 
nant. And as he never hung fire, dull people often saw his wrath before 
they understood his reason ; and they blamed him, not in truth because 
he was wrong, but because they were slow. 

Jerrold was born in London on the 3d of January, 1808, while Bona- 
parte was at Boulogne and London was in the riot of anticipated inva- 
sion. He was christened Douglas William Jerrold, Douglas having been 
the maiden name of his grandmother. His father, Samuel Jerrold, was 
manager of the two theatres of Sheerness and Southend, and in these 
sea-places much of his childhood passed, in sight of ships, breakers, 
press-gangs, theatrical stars, female and male, black-eyed damsels, and 
prisoners of war. He was the son of his father’s old age, and he held a 
theory that the children of old men are always nervous, facile, and 
short-lived. Few friends or playmates of his own age came near hit in 
the theatre or in the town; indeed, he used to say the only boy he 
knew familiarly at Sheerness was the little buoy at the Nore. Among 
the theatrical folks who played on his father’s stage he remembered Ed- 
mund Kean with peculiar vividness; for the descendant of Halifax 
pleased him by carrying him on the boards in Rolla, and still more by 
his whimsicalities in the pantomime. He appeared also on the stage 
with Kean as the Stranger’s child. Author and actor came together 
afterwards at Drury Lane—in Jerrold’s early London life; Kean, who 
remembered Jerrold, gave him orders and oranges, and Jerrold paid 
him in admiration and epigrams. Long years of theatrical success— 
some quarrels and misunderstandings—never cooled the ardor with 
which the author of “ Clovernook ” always spoke of the great artist who 
had been gentle to him when a boy. 

Jerrold’s school-days were few and the results of his studies at Sheer- 
ness unimportant. THe used to say, with a merry melancholy, that the 
only prize he carried home from school ‘was a prize ringworm. In all 
ways, he was considered a dull boy; at nine years of age he could 
scarcely read. Breakers were the books which he liked to study. 
Frigates rolling past the Nore, and the grand tramp of war in Belgium, 
where Bonaparte was staking his last card, drew his imagination to- 
wards the sea—conquering, for a time, even his passion for oil-lamps, 
property men, and the hot applause of the family theatre. To sea he 
would go and fight the French,—entering His Majesty's service as a 
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midshipman on board the Namur. Middies in those days had not learnt 
to drink claret, smoke cigars, and quote Keats: and the mess-room was 
anything but a cross between a boudoir in Park Lane and a hole in a 
Oyder Cellar. The life was rough, the usage hard, the dissipation slight. 
Sea life was then a passion—it is now only a sentiment. Something of 
Nelson’s genius has passed into the navy—inextingnishable hate of the 
French. Jerrold caught this fury,—natural enough to a boy born in the 
panic of invasion and trained in a war-port; and to his last year there 
remained in his writing and in his conversation pulse—so to say—a 
breath—a suspicion—now taking a literary, now a social, now a political 
form—of that stern religion of the English in 1804. Though he after- 
wards lived in France for years, educated his children there, and spoke 
its language with the readiness of a practised jester, he never seemed to 
forget his blue cap and gold band, but rattled among the fish-wives of 
Boulogne and the flower-girls of Paris with the benignant vivacity of a 
middy just stepped ashore. His commander, Capt. Austen, brother of 
the great novelist, was fond of theatricals, and the officers got up private 
plays. A man before the mast painted the scenery and Jerrold superin- 
tended the stage. That man before the mast was Stanfield, our incom- 
parable marine artist. When Jerrold was transferred to another ship 
they parted company,—to meet again after long years on the stage of 
Drury Lane, when Stanfield was painting scenery for ‘The Rent Day.” 
Out of these youthful recollections arose, we believe, that series of ama- 
teur theatricals which introduced the extraordinary histrionic genius of 
Mr. Dickens and Mr. Mark Lemon to the public, which secured honor- 
able means to two veteran authors, and made the charm of so many 
London seasons. A party of friends were walking over Richmond Park, 
chatting of other days, when Jerrold cries—*“ Let’s have a play, Stan- 
field, like we had on board the Namur.” Mr. Dickens took up the tale 
and was acclaimed manager ; “ Every Man in his Humor” was selected, 
the parts were cast, and the row began. 

After a few months Jerrold returned to shore, and came to London 
in search of fortune. He found it in a printer’s office, in a court leading 
from Salisbury Square; to the proprietors of which he was bound ’pren- 
tice. Working steadily, and in process of time a master in the mechan- 
ism of his craft, he nevertheless only considered this employment as a 
means to something higher. At this time, though the hours of labor 
were long, and there were no compositors’ reading-rooms for leisure 
moments, he attacked Latin and Italian; rose at three in the morning 
to construe Virgil and Livy, and passed stormy hours with grammarians 
and glossaries before he commenced work with the heavy leaders and 
light sketches of the periodical press—the productions of people enjoying 
fame and pay for writings in which his quick eye detected the weak 
points and the faded splendors. He began to scribble verse as soon as 
he learned to write; and his sonnets, epigrams, and songs appeared in 
the sixpenny magazines of the day. He was then a mere boy, and 
looked, indeed, like a child. An American writer, one of those gentle- 
men from over sea who print Citizen of the World on their cards and 
invent pen-and-ink portraits of celebrities they have never spoken with, 
once described him as a tiny man who walked up the Strand fumbling 
his thunderbolts. Tiny he was: and before his fine fell of hair grisled 
into a lion’s mane, he seemed altnost intantine in the delicate mould of 
his face and the exquisite beauty of his expression. Emboldened by 
success, he wrote for the stage, to which he felt a family call, and pro- 
dueed clouds of pieces ere he was twenty—some of which still keep the 
stage, like “ More Frightened than Hurt,” performed at Sadler’s Wells. 
He engaged with Davidge, then manager of the Coburg, to produce 
pieces at a salary; and some of lis plays at this time, hastily composed, 
and as he thought unworthy of his powers, appeared under the name of 
Mr. Henry Brownrig. In consequence of quarrels he went from the 
— Theatre to the Surrey, with ‘ Black-Eyed Susan ” in his hand. 
He had brought from the quarter-deck of the Namur a love of the sea 
and a knowledge of the service, which he turned to account on the 
stage and in hits general writings. Salt air sweeps through these latter 
like a breeze and a perfume. * Black-Eyed Susan,” the most successful 
of his naval plays, was written when he was scarcely twenty years old,— 
a piece which made the fortune of the Surrey Theatre,—restored Elliston 
from a long course of disastrous mismanagement,—and gave honor and 
independence to T. P. Cooke. Indeed, no dramatic work of ancient or 
modern days ever reached the success of this play. It was performed, 
without break, for hundreds of nights. All London went over the 
water, and Cooke became a personage in society, as Garrick had been 
in the days of Goodman’s Fields. Covent Garden borrowed the play, 
and engaged the actor, for an afterpiece. A hackney cab carried the 
triumphant William, in his blue jacket and white trousers, from the 
Obelisk to Bow Street; and Mayfair maidens wept over the strong situ- 
ations and laughed over the searching dialogue which had moved an 
hour before the tears and merriment of the Borough. On the 300th 
night of representation the walls of the theatre were illuminated, and 
vast multitudes filled the thoroughfares. When subsequently repro- 
duced at Drury Lane it kept off ruin for a time even from that magnifi- 
cent misfortune. Actors and managers throughout the country reaped 
a golden harvest. Testimonials were got up for Elliston and for Cooke 














on the glory of its success. But Jerrold’s share of the gain was slight: 
—about 707. of the many thousands which it realized for the manage- 
ment. With unapproachable meanness, Elliston abstained from pre- 
senting the youthful writer with the value of a toothpick ; and Elliston’s 
biographer, with a kindred sense of poetic justice, while chaunting the 
praises of Elliston for producing “ Black-Eyed Susan,” forgets to say 
who wrote the play! When the Drama had run 300 nights, Elliston 
said to Jerrold, with amusing coolness, “‘My dear Loy, why don’t you 
get your friends to present you with a bit of plate?” 

Many dramas, comic and serious, followed this first success—al] 
shining with points and colors. Among these were “ Nell Gwynn,” 
“The Schoolfellows,” and “The Ilousekeeper.” Drury Lane opened its 
exclusive doors to an author who had made fortune and fame for Ellis- 
ton ard Cooke. But Mr. Osbaldiston, who only timidly perceived 
the range and sweep of the youthful genius which he wooed to his green- 
room, proposed the adaptation of a French piece, offering to pay hand- 
somely for the labor. Adapt a French piece! The Volunteer rose 
within him, and he turned on his heel with a snort. Drury Lane was 
then in the hands of the French, freshly captured, and the boy who had 
gone to sea in order to fight Napoleon refused to serve in London under 
his literary marshals. He returned to the theatre after a while with his 
“ Bride of Ludgate,” the first of many ventures and many successes on 
the same boards. “The Mutiny at the Nore” had followed the first 
nautical success, and his minor pieces on the Surrey side continued to 
run long and gloriously. But the patent theatres, with a monopoly of 
the five-act drama, were strongly garrisoned by the French, aided by 
native troops whom they had raised,—and some of whom, such as Poole 
and Planché, where men of great technical skill and facile talent; and 
he never felt his feet secure in either theatre until the production of his 
“Rent Day,”—a play suggested and elaborated from Wilkie’s pictures, 
Wilkie sent him a handsome letter and a pair of proof engravings with 
his autograph. The public paid him still wore amply. 

A selection from the early writings for the stage, made by himself, 
has been published in the Collected Edition of his works. But many 
were unjustly condemned, and among those rejected plays the curious 
seeker will find some of the most sterling literary gold. His wit was so 
prodigal, and he prized it so little, save as a delight to others, that he 
thre v it away like dust, nevercaring for the bright children of his brain, 
and smiling with complacent kindness at people who ‘repeated to him 
his jests—as their own! At the least demur, too, he would surrender 
his most happy allusions and his most trenchant hits. In one of his plays 
an old sailor, trying to snatch a kiss from a pretty girl—as old _ sailors 
will—got a box on the ear. “There,” exclaimed blue-jacket, “like my 
luck; always wrecked on the coral reefs!” The manager, when the 
play was read in the green-room, could not see the fun, and Jerrold 
struck it out. <A friend made a captious remark on a very characteristic 
touch in a mannscript comedy—and the touch went out :—a cynical dog 
in a wrangle with his much better-half said to her, “* My notion of a wife 
of forty is, that a man should be able to change her, like a bank-note, for 
two twenties.” 

The best part of many years of his life was given up freely to these 

theatrical tasks,—for his genius was dramatic—his family belonged to 
thegtage—and his own pulpit, as he thought, stood behind the foot- 
lights. His father, his mother, and his two sisters all adorned the stage ; 
his sisters, older than himself, had married two managers,—one the late 
Mr. Hammond, an eccentric humorist and unsuccessful manager of Drury 
Lane,—the other, Mr. Copeland, of the Liverpool Theatre Royal. He 
himself for a moment retrod the stage, playing in his own exquisite 
drama, “ The Painter of Ghent.” But the effort of mechanical repeti- 
tion wearied a brain so fertile in invention; and he happily returned to 
literature and journalism, only to re-appear as an actor in the plays 
performed by the atmateurs at St. James’s Theatre and Devonshire 
House. 
After this time appeared, in succession, the greatest and maturest of 
his comedies. In “The Prisoner of War,” in parts cast for them, the 
two Keeleys harvested their highest comic honors. “ Bubbles of a Day” 
followed,—the most electric and witty play in the English language; a 
play without story, scenery, or character, but which, by mere power of 
dialogue, by flash, swirl, and corruscation of fancy, charmed one of the 
most intellectual audiences ever gathered in the Haymarket. Then 
came “Time Works Wonders,” remarkable as being one of the few 
works in which the dramatist paid much attention to story. “The 
Catspaw,” produced at the Haymarket,—* St. Cupid,” an exquisite cab- 
inet piece, first produced at Windsor Castle, and afterwards at the Prin- 
cess’s Theatre, with Mrs. Kean in Dorothy, one of the most dainty and 
tender assumptions of this charming artist,—and the “Heart of Gold,” 
also produced by Mr. Kean, complete the series of his later works. We 
are glad to announce, however, that the dramatist has left behind a 
finished five-act comedy, with the title of “The Spendthrift,” for which 
the managements should be making early inquiries. ; 

Contemporaneously, he had worked his way into notice as a prose 
writer of a very brilliant and original type—chiefly through the periodi- 
cals. His passion was periodicity—the power of being able to throw his 
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emotions daily, or weekly into the common reservoirs of thought. Si- | plain truth, his fault as a man—if it be a fanlt—was a too great tender- 


lence was to him a pain like hunger. He must talk—act upon men— 
briefly, rapidly, irresistibly. For many years he brooded over the 
thought of Punch. Heeven found a publisher—and a wood-engraver— 
and a suitable Punch appeared—but the publisher was less rich in funds 
than he in epigrams, and after five or six numbers the bantling died. 
Some time later, his son-in-law, Mr. Mayhew, revived the thought—and 
our merry companion—now of world-wide name—appeared. All the 
chief writings ot our author—“ except “ A Man Made of Money ”"—saw 
the light in magazines, and were written with the devil at the door. 
“Men of Character” appeared in Blackwood's Magazine,—* The Chroni- 
cles of Clovernook” in the Jlluminated Magazine, of which he was 
founder and editor,—* St. Giles and St. James ” in the Shilling Magazine, 
of which he was also founder and editor,—and the “ Story of a Feather,” 
“ Punch’s Letters to his Son,” and the “Candle Lectures” in Punch. 
The exquisite gallery of Fireside Saints, which appear in Punch’s Almanae 
for the present year, is from his hand. Most of these works bear the 
magazine mark.upon them—the broad arrow of their origin; but the 
magazine brand in this case, like the brands of famous vintages, if testi- 
fying to certain accidents of carriage, attests also the vigor and richness 
of the soil from which they come. ‘ Clovernook” is less perfect as a 
work of art than many a book born and forgotten since the Hermit fed 
on dainty viands and discoursed of sweet philosophy. Some of his 
essays contributed at an early time to the Atheneum and to Blackwood’s 
Magazine rank amongst the most subtle and delicate productions of his 
muse. But we have recently devoted a long article to the consideration 
of his literary merits, and need not repeat in this obituary what we have 
said before with greater leisure and more calmness than we can now 
command, 

For seven years past he had devoted himself more exclusively than 
before to politics. Politics, indeed, had always attracted him as they 
attract the strong and the susceptible. In the dear old days when Leigh 
Hunt was sunning himself in Horsemonger Lane for calling George the 
Fourth a fat Adonis of forty, and the like crimes, he composed a political 
work—in a spirit which would probably in those days have sent him to 
Newgate. The book was printed, but the publishers lacked courage, and 
it was only to be had in secret. Only a few copies are extant. Of late 
years he had returned to politics, as a writer for the Ballot under Mr. 
Wakley, and as sub-editor of the Examiner under Mr. Fonblanque ; re- 
turned to find his opinions popular in the country and triumphant in the 
House of Commons. Of his efforts as a journalist, we need not speak, 
He found Lloyd's Newspaper, as it were, in the street, and he annexed it 
to literature. He found it comparatively low in rank, and he spread it 
abroad on the wings of his genius, until its circulation became a marvel 
of the press. 

We have neither time nor heart at this moment to draw the portrait 
of the deceased. An ampler biography will not long be wanting: in 
which those who knew and loved him—and those who knew him best 
loved him most—will be able to paint him as the index and interpreta- 
tion of his work. Yet even at a glance, the depth of his insight, the 
subtlety of his analysis, the vividness of his presentation must strike 
every one who reads. [lis place among the wits of our own time is 
clear enough. He had less frolic than Theodore Hook, less elaborate 


humor than Sydney Smith, less quibble and quaintness than Thomas | 


Hood. But he surpassed all these in intellectual flash and strength. His 
wit was all steel points—and his talk was like squadrons of lancers in 
evolution. Not one pun we have heard is to be found in his writings. 
His wit stood nearer to poetic fancy than to broad humor. The ex- 
quisite confusion of his tipsy gentleman, who, after scraping the door for 
an hour with his latch-key, leans back and exclaims, * By Jove! some 
scoundrel has stolen—stolen—the keylole!” comes as near farce as any 
of his illustrations. His celebrated definition of Dogmatism as “ Pup- 
pyism come to maturity,” looks like a happy pun—but is something far 
more deep and philosophic. Between this, however, and such fancies 
as his description of Australia—* A land so fat, that if you tickle it with 
a straw, it laughs with a harvest”’—the distance is not great. In his 
earlier time, before age and success had mellowed him to his best, he 
Was sometimes accused of ill-nature, a charge which he vehemently re- 
sented and which seemed only ludicrous to those privileged with his 
friendship. To folly, pretence, and assumption he gave no quarter, 
though in fair fight ; and some of those who tried lances with him long 
remembered his home thrust. We may give two instances without of- 
fence, for the combatants-are all gone from the scene. One of those 
playwrights who occupied Old Drury, under the French, against whom 
he waged ceaseless war of epigram, was describing himself as suffering 
from fever of the brain. ‘Courage, my good fellow,” says Jerrold, 

there is no foundation for the fact.” When the flight of Guizot and 
Louis Philippe from Paris was the fresh talk of London, a writer of no 
great parts was abusing the Revolution and pitying Guizot. ‘ Yousee,” 
he observed, “ Guizot and I are both historians—we row in the same 
boat.”—“ Aye, aye,” says Jerrold, “ but not with the same sculls.” Yet 
such personal encounters were but the play of the panther. No man 
ever used such powers with greater gentleness. Indeed, to speak the 








ness of heart. He never could say No, His purse—when he had a 
purse—was at every man’s service, as were also his time, his pen, and 
his influence in the world. If he possessed a shilling, somebody would 
get sixpence of it from him, He had a lending look, of which many 
took advantage. The first time he ever saw Tom Dibdin, that worthy 
gentleman and song-writer said to him—* Youngster, have you sufli- 
cient confidence in me to lend me a guinea?”—“Oh, yes,” said the 
Author of “ Black-Eyed Susan,” “I have all the confidence, but I 
haven’t the guinea.” A generosity which knew no limit—not even the 
limit at his bankers—led him into trials from which a colder man would 
have easily escaped. To give all that he possessed to relieve a brother 
from immediate trouble was nothing; he as willingly mortgaged his 
future for a friend as another man would bestow his civtes or his bless- 
ing. And yet this man was accused of ill nature! If every one who 
received a kindness at his hands should lay a flower on his tomb, a 
mountain of roses would rise on the last resting-place of Douglas Jer- 
rold. 

The deceased died, after a few days’ illness, from disease of the heart, 
at his residence, Greville Place, Hilburn Priory, on Monday last, the 8th 
of June. No first-class portrait exists of the deceased. Mr, Macknee, 
of Glasgow, painted him, but the likeness is a failure. Two or three 
others tried their hands, with even less success, Mr. Mayall and Mr. 
Watkins have made fair photographs of an extremely difficult face. Dr. 
Diamond has also obtained some excellent studies—taken only a few 
days before his death. But the only Art-memorial which completely 
and truly represents Douglas Jerrold to the many who are left to mourn 
his decease is Baily’s bust—now in the Manchester Exhibition of Art- 
Treasures. 

‘The funeral will take place on Monday, at Norwood cemetery. It is 
the desire of the family that it should be strictly private. The friends 
and admirers of the dead will assemble in the cemetery, to hear the 
funeral service, and to whisper over the grave the last farewells of the 
heart. 
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FECUNDITY OF WRITERS—ILLUSTRATIVE FACTS. 


There are some writers, according to Vignuel Marville, who have 
extreme difficulty in beginning, but when that point is once achieved, 
and the way open, they go on rapidly, The first lines of the history of 
M. de Thou cost him more trouble than all the rest; but that difficulty 
once surmounted, he sped on with great rapidity. Others have great 
facility in writing, but take a long time to polish their works. In this 
category we may class Horace amongst the Romans, M. de Rabatin with 
ourselves; such, in fact, are the greater number of prudent people, who, 
born writers, follow at first the impulse of nature, which subsequently 
requires both correction and finish. Others, in fine—but that is their 
inisfortune—write in a hurried manner and do not revise their works, 
M. de Saumaise was of this description; a dangerous character, which 
uniformly suffers; but which serves no point either as a model or exai- 
ple to any one. Fabius Leonida, an Italian Poet, dwelt a long time on 
his works, and retouched them more than ten times, in order to give 
them that perfection he was desirous they should possess. Pierre Mafee, 
who has written so well in Latin, composed only fourteen or fifteen lines 
aday. Paulus Emilius Santorius, who had undertaken to write a Latin 
history of his time, was so long polishing what he did, that another 
would in less time have written a history ot the whole world. h 

M. de Vaugelas was thirty years engaged in the translation of Quin- 
tus Curtius, changing and correcting it unceasingly. M. Habert, of the 
Academy, author of the “ Temple de la Mort,” which is one of the most 
beautiful pieces of French poetry, changed and rechanged during three 
years the metre of this work, in order that it might attain the beauty, 
polish, and elegance which he ambitioned. It was not without much 
vigilance and very hard labor that Malherbe produced his divine poetry. 
M. de Balza passed days and nights arranging his thoughts to attain that 
perspicuity of style and choice of words, for which we admire him at 
the present day. . : 

The manuscripts of Ariosto are full of erasures. This may be seen in 
the autograph manuscript preserved at Florence ; the celebrated stanza 
in which he described a tempest, is written in sixteen different ways. 

Petrach re-made one of his verses forty six times. 

The manuscripts of Tasso are illegible in consequence of all the cor- 
rections. 

Pascal re-made as often as sixteen times one of his “ Provinciales.” 

Buffon recopied eleven times the manuscripts of the “ Epoques de la 
Nature.” 

Bucquet, an erudite Frenchman of the eighteenth century, re-read 
— times, and copied himself fourteen times, one of his works, “ Sur la 

ustice.’ 

In the dedication of the first book of the “ Silves,” addressed to Stella, 
the author dwelt with complacency on the rapidity with which he had 
composed these poems—“ a rapidity,” writes he, “which was not to me 
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without pleasure; none had cost me more than two days—some, even of 
the most imaginative, but one day. I feared much that they would not 
carry with them the proofs which I advanced. The lines on the colossal 
statue of Domitian, for which the Emperor had had the extreme conde- 
scension to solicit my muse, I lad to deliver the next day, which was the 
inauguration. The epithalamium which you have commanded, you know 
should bean affair of two days. Assuredly it is a great undertaking, 
seeing that there are in the piece two hundred and seventy-two hex- 
ameters.” 

Gaspar Barthius, a German savant, who died in 1587, “ was not 
more than sixteen years of age,” said Baillet, ** when he composed a 
treatise or a dissertation in form of a letter, on a manner of reading 
with profit the authors of the Latin language, commencing with Ennius, 
to the end of the Roman Empire, and continuing from the decline of the 
language up to the critics of these latter tines, who have re-established 
the ancient authors.” It was a composition which the author assures 
us cost him but the labor of one day of four-and-twenty hours. 

Dumonin, a French author of the sixteenth century, took two months 
to translate in seven thousand Latin verses ‘“ La Semaine” of Dubartas. 

The Italian Ferreri composed, in three days, a poemin Latin (‘* Lug- 
dunense Somnium ”’) of a thousand hexameter verses on Leo X 

“ L’Eloge de la Folie” was a labor of only seven days to Erasmus, 

Chapman, an English poet, died 1634, translated in four months the 
twelve last books of the Iliad. 

Guillard Danvile, gendarme of the Queen, author of “La Chastete,” a 
heroi-comical poem, (1624, in duodecimo,) took care to apprise his readers 
that he commenced this work during an official voyage across Syria, and 
concluded it on repairing to Bavaria, in France, on the King’s service. 
He boasted of having composed more than nine hundred verses in twelve 
days, without infringing in the least on his other avocations. This was 
not bad for a gendarme. 

Voltaire, at the age of sixty-nine, in 1763; composed the tragedy of 
“Olympie.” “It was the work of six days,” wrote he to one of his 
friends, whose opinion he wished to have on the merit of this piece. 
“ The author should not have taken his rest on the seventh,” replied his 
friend. “He would have repented of his work,” replied Voltaire. 
Some time after he returned the piece with several corrections. 

Mary Darby, a celebrated English actress, who died in 1800, com- 

d in twelve hours a poem, comprising three hundred and fifty verses, 

t is but just to say that the greater number of these works, written 
thus hurriedly, lived but as short a time as was taken to compose them. 

Two theologians of the fourth century—Didymus and Theodorus— 
have left, the former six thousand, the latter ten thousand volumes; or 
we had better say, the one six thousand and the other ten thousand 
treatises. 

The works of Alfred the Great published in 1654, formed twenty-one 
volumes in folio. The “Speculum Majus,” of Vincent de Beauvais, was 
composed in ten volumes in folio. 

The Chronicle of Hornbeck, a German historian of the thirteenth 
century, contained eighty-three thousand verses. The style of this 
chronicler was equally good as that of Hennin, author of a pvem of a 
hundred songs. Soyouth, an Arabic author of the fifteenth century, 
has left more than sixty works on all subjects. The celebrated 
Meistersenger Hans-Sachse, who died in 1576, has left between all his 
writings, 26 comedies and 27 tragedies sacred, and 52 comedies and 28 
tragedies profane ; 64 farces of the Carnival; 69 fables; 116 allegoric 
tales ; 198 comic tales; and 307 poems sacred and profane. He had be- 
sides translated and put into verse several portions of the Bible. 

Macedo, a Portuguese Franciscan of the seventeenth century, is au- 
thor of 85 panegyrics, 60 discourses, 32 prayers, 123 elegies, 115 epitaphs, 
212 dedicatory epistles, 700 letters, 2,600 epic poems, 500 elegies, 110 
odes, 3,000 epigrams, 4 Latin comedies, 2 tragedies, and 1 satire in 
Spanish. 

Alexander Hardy was the most prolific author that ever labored in 
France for the theatre. He composed 600 pieces. This was nothing, 
however, in comparison to the 1800 pieces in verse by Lopez de Vega, 
who, besides, composed 21 volumes in quarto, of poetry, and several 
minor copies of verses. 

Pryme, an English lawyer and scholar of the seventeenth century, 
has left more than 200 works, forming 40 volumes in folio and in quarto, 

We have preserved at the Bodleian library, at Oxford, 122 volumes 
in folio, writings from the hand of Dodsworth, an English antiquarian of 
the seventeenth century. 

The German Moser, a compiler of the last century, has left 480 works, 
17 of which are still unpublished, 16 are disputed ; these would form in 
all a total of 700 volumes, whereof there are 71 in folio, without includ- 
ing 84 volumes of reprints, or new editions of his works, nor 4 volumes of 
which he was only editor, nor 24 dissertations or articles which he had 
furnished for three periodical compilations, nor 26 numbers of weekly 
notices of literary news from Suabia. 

Another German, Krunitz, who died in 1696, compcsed by himself 
an encyclopedia, which, at the period of his death, formed 72 huge 
volumes in octavo. 











The author of “ Manon Lescaut,” the Abbé Prevost, wrote more 
than 170 volumes. 

The principal works of Restif de la Bretonne, formed 146 volumes in 
duodecimo. 

The journalist Freron is author of 250 volumes. They attribute to 
Figneierdo, a Portuguese savant of the eighteenth century, 169 works, 
68 of which have been printed; to Madame Le-prince Beaumont, who 
died at the age of seventy, 70 volumes; to Ducra-Dumesnil, 95; to 
German romance-writer, Lafontaine, descendant of the French refugees, 
75 romances in 210 volumes. 

The catalogue of the works of Gail makes 500 pages quarto. 

The manuscripts of the learned botanist, Adanson, on natural history, 
were composed of 120 volumes, and of 75,000 representations, 

Dinge, a French writer, rather unknown (died in 1832), has left au- 
tograph manuscripts which weigh 400 kilogramines. 

The Chinese authors have not been, as far as we can perceive, less 
prolific than ours. In the last century the Emperor Khiang-Loung, 
wished to make choice of some of the chefs d’@uvres of Chinese literature; 
this selection could not contain fewer than 180,000 volumes. In this 
collection are noted three works written by Europeans. 











Extracts from Hew Books. 


A NATIONAL PAGEANT. 
From “ Glimpses of Nineveh.” 


I thought best to keep back my letter, in order to give you some 
account of our great holiday. I heartily wish you could have been 
present ; for I am sure no such pageant was ever before seen within the 
walls of Nineveh. I will not pretend to give you all the details of its 
magnificence, but will glance at some of the more interesting features of 
the scene. And, first, the spectacle at sunrise. On the eastern front of 
the vast platform that encompasses the palace and the temple, and mid- 
way between the two, had been erected, on the day previous, a semi- 
circular structure of wood, facing the east; spacious, though not lofty, 
its rows of seats being fitly carpeted and cushioned, and the whole 
exterior hung with tasteful drapery. In the centre of the space inclosed 
by it, stood our newly-finished obelisk—an honor, truly, to its builder— 
tallest, most stately, and exquisitely-carved stone on earth. Between 
the obelisk and the royal balcony was placed the fire-altar, while the 
altars of sacrifice occupied the space between the two extremities of the 
semi-circle. Here were assembled, in silent adoration, all the chosen 
ones of Nineveh—the king and the royal family, the officers and servants 
of the royal household, the commanders of the different legions, the am- 
bassadors and strangers of distinction, the royal astrologers and scribes, 
the members of the Sacred College, the priests of the different temples, 
the band of royal truinpeters and harpists, and a chosen choir of singers, 
youths and maidens—in all, several thousands—fitly grouped, and hushed 
in expectation of the coming god. Beautiful was the mute pomp—the 
solemn stillness of the scene. And now the first beam of day was seen 
to play upon the golden ball that crowns the summit of the obelisk. 
Forth, from the trumpets, came a long, loud, stirring note, and, as its 
echoes melted away in the distance, all, with one accord, threw them- 
selves upon their faces, and addressed their souls to prayer. Then, 
slowly. and with the same silence, the king, and priests, and nobles—all 
the assembled congregation—rose to their feet; and now the venerable 
archimagus, with his attendant priests, descended the steps by the side 
of the royal balcony, and, advancing, knelt before the fire-altar, and 
began his solemn invocation to the god of day. Feeble as was his 
voice, and faltering his accents, yet so profound was the silence, that I 
hardly lost a word of his simple, touching petition. After the prayer 
there was a moment’s pause, and then the harps began to play a gentle 
prelude, gradually increasing in volume, and the choir, of a thousand 
singers, chanted the following hymn; the youths and maidens singing 
alternate stanzas, and all voices uniting in the last : 





Again the monarch of the skies 
His glorious race hath run ; 
Again, to greet our longing eyes, 

His circuit hath begun. 


Behold, each trembling, vassal star 
Is dimmed with reverent fear, 

As, radiant in his glittering car, 
The day-god doth appear. 


O god of light and love, in whose 
All-penetrative rays 

Rejoice all creatures, hear our vows, 
Accept our songs of praise. 
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We come, this day, with special vows, 
And precious offerings bring ; 

This day, to thee, a holy house 
Doth consecrate our king. 


Oh, on that work, propitious smile, 
His pious zeal hath planned, 

And with thy glorious presence fill 
Our temple, and our land. 


Ay, fill the years with mighty deeds 
Of our great lord and king, 

Until all nations and all creeds 
Their cheerful homage bring. 


And while the golden hours shall roll, 
The gracious seasons glide, 

Thy praise be hymned, from pole to pole, 
Thy name be glorified. 


After the hymn, came the rites of sacrifice. Never were they more 
beautiful or impressive. The victims were five snow-white oxen, ten 
sheep, and twenty lambs, bound to the altars by golden cords, and gar- 
landed with gorgeous flowers. The orderly disposition of the altars, the 
scattered groups of priests, the glitter of the holy vessels and sacrificial 
weapons, the play of the many-colored flames, the clouds of fragrant in- 
cense, and most beautiful of all, the graceful smoke-wreaths curling up- 
ward into the still air, and tinted with all hues, as they were pierced by 
the day-beams, gracious tokens of the smiles of the approving deity, all 
these things combined to form a picture of inexhaustible beauty. This 
service ended, a few brief words of thanksgiving were uttered by our 
reverend high-priest, and the audience dispersed, to prepare for the 
coming procession. This was formed at the temple of Ashur, and, after 
passing through the street of the Golden Gate, and beneath the new 
Arch of Triumph, ascended the platform by the northern entrance. It 
went round the northern, western, and southern fagades of the palace, 
and so along the eastern front of the platform, to the temple, passing 
between the temporary structure I have before described and the statue 
of Semiramis. I can give you but a faint glimpse of its splendors. First 
came the bearers of the emblems of the heavenly hosts—spheres of gold 
and silver, borne aloft on poles with gay streamers, and conspicuous 
among them a magnificent crystal globe, placed within its richly em- 
bossed ring of gold, and dazzling all eyes as it slowly turned upon its 
golden axle—a fit image, truly, of the day-god. Then came the holy 
fires, on altars of silver, and surrounded by chanting priests, followed by 
the holy ones of our faith, arrayed in sumptuous new robes, and star- 
crowned caps, with attendants bearing the golden cups and tables. And 
then, the lovely youths, personators of the days, each with purple robe, 
and laurel wreath, worthy precursors of the votive chariot. This last 
was indescribably beautiful, with its graceful curves, its delicate, pearly 
hue within, the rich sculptures of its exterior, its glittering wheels, and 
yoke inlaid with jewels. It was drawn by twelve snow-white steeds. 
These, too, made a goodly show, with their bells and plumes, their 
braided manes, embroidered trappings, and shoes of gold; as did the 
grooms beside them, in their graceful caps and white garments, bearing 
golden wands. After the chariot came twelve maidens, charmingly 
grouped on a tastefully-decorated platform, all lovely, but each differing 
from the other in costume, attitude, and expression, admirably illustrat- 
ing the party-colored hours of life, with their various burdens of joy or 
sorrow. This was, to me, the finest thing in the procession. Then 
came cars loaded with votive offerings of all kinds—fruits of the earth, 
and products of human skill; children all alike of the holy fire, whether 
they draw their life-blood directly from the heavenly rays, or take shape, 
*mid pain and toil, at earthly forges. Of course, the gifts of the artificers 
many and costly as they were, were quite lost sight of, in the superb dis- 
play of fruits, and plants, and animals. I will not pretend to enumerate 
them. I will merely allude to the sacred tree of the silversmitiis, whose 
graceful branches and exquisitely-wrought flowers caused quite a mur- 
mur of admiration among the beholders, and to the marvellous ingenuity 
of the kitchen-gardeners, in converting their seemingly unpromising 
materials into really beautiful stars, pyramids, rosettes, and fanciful de- 
vices of all sorts. I must also leave you to imagine the effect produced 
by the military portion of the procession which next followed, with its 
infinite variety of armorand costume; the admiration and awe with 
which it must have inspired the strangers present, and the joy of every 
loyal heart at beholding such evidences of the power and glory of the 
empire. After the troops caime our nobles, with all their finery on. 
Beautiful were they to look upon, with their perfumed locks, their em- 
broidered cloaks, gay tunics, and glittering jewels. Then came the 
Royal Guards, and at last, amid the acclamations and prostrations of the 
multitude, our glorious king seated in state in his magnificent chariot. 
He looked divinely in his flowing robes, inscribed all over with holy 
symbols, his mitre blazing with gems, his massive ear-rings and brace- 
lets, and his golden girdle, clasped with diamonds. His left hand rested 





on his sword-hilt, while his right was raised, ever and anon, in act of 
benediction. To our dear friend Ithran was accorded the privilege of 
bearing the royal parasol on this occasion; its brilliant hues and em- 
broidered curtain harmonizing admirably with the gorgeous standard, 
the rich armor, and all the other sumptuous appointments of the chariot. 
After the royal car came the chosen spearmen of the various legions, fol- 
lowed by cars containing the women and children of the royal house- 
hold; their beauty worthily set off by their superb robes, and chaplets, 
and garlands of flowers. Finally came the reverend fathers of the Holy 
College, with a crowd of attendant priests, and scribes, and choristers, 
and bearers of the sacred books and vessels. It was almost noon when 
the procession reached its destination, and its different members had 
taken their appropriate places within and around the precincts of the 
temple. 





Piterary Intelligence. 


From the correspondence of the Boston Transcript.

In this age of travel, the art of making Guide Books has advanced in the 
ratio of locomotive facilities and the zeal of pilgrims. A few years ago 
“Madame Starke” and the deference of the English to her counsels, were 
the standard joke of the Americans at Rome. Of late years Murray's Hand- 
Books have become indispensable on the continent, and, besides advising 
travellers of all worth seeing in Europe, they have formed the basis of scores 
of volumes of ambitious tourists. The great charm of our country is its 
scenery; accordingly an artist should be our best cicerone. A few salient 
historical references, advice as to choice of routes and methods of proceeding, 
founded on experience and dictated by good sense, and an eye for nature, 
with the power of describing her wonders—are the obvious prerequisites of 
a desirable American Guide-Book editor. As a people, we are impatient of 
dictation and economize time; therefore we need pointed, brief, yet complete, 
hints to guide us intelligibly and agreeably on our way. All this has been 
realized by Addison Richards, a well-known New York painter and writer, 
in the beautiful Guide Book which he has prepared for D. Appleton & Co. 
It is arranged with tact, illustrated with skill, and the objects of interest are 
judiciously ey me and gracefully indicated. The volume is quite a model 
for works of the kind—both in literary execution and mechanical appearance. 
It is compendious, yet thorough; the typography is clear, and varied with a 
view to the reader’s convenience; the covers of thin and flexible maroon 
render the book easy to consult and carry about; its appearance is pleasing 
and its contents satisfactory. A glance at its pages gives one a vivid impres- 
sion of the vast amount of natural grandeur and beauty, and of the great 
local interest available to the tourist in the United States, To the lover of 
nature it cannot fail to prove a fascinating programme; and will certainly 
tempt many an Englishman to cross the sea, and many a native to explore 
his own country. There are undoubtedly omissions and probably mistakes, 
but they are few and unimportant, and the publishers solicit readers to point 
them out for correction in future editions, This new American Guide kk 
will become a standard work, and is the most seasonable volume of the day. 


It is remarkable how much more the Past now oceupies Americans than it 
did twenty years ago, History has become one of the triumphs of our litera- 
ture. At auction sales no books are more eagerly sought or command higher 
bids than those which relate to the early exploration and settlement of this 
continent. It has become a matter of pride and pleasure to collect data 
from historical societies, re-produce patriotic examples, and celebrate the 
anniversaries of colonization, church, state, and town settlements, preserve 
genealogical relics, and, in various ways, to consecrate the memory of what 
has been and preserve the otherwise fading memorial of the hour. All these 
signs of the times are of good augury; and a paper which has placed on ree- 
ord so many interesting reminiscences as the 7ranscript is a signal proof 
of the conservative taste now prevalent. 

Among the more exclusive annals of a periodical kind, which are doing 
great service in this field, are two serial publications that date from your 
city, and are highly prized by our antiquarians and scholars—Zhe New 
England Genealogical Register, and the Historical Magazine, The former has 
long been known and honored as an invaluable family record and depository 
of biographical data elsewhere unobtainable; the latter began with the 
present year, and its full account of the proceedings of Historical societies 
throughout the country, its suggestive notes and queries, its interesting selee- 
tion of anecdotes and facts, its unique style of type, its curious information 
and permanent value for reference, have already given it a choice reputation ; 
it promises to become in this country what the Gentleman’s Magazine has 
long been in Great Britain, and what the Votes and Queries are in both ecoun- 
tries; every library, historical, antiquarian, and literary society, every bio- 
grephical student and liberal scholar should be supplied with the Historical 
Magazine. 


The Last Harpers’ Monthly has a capital aecount of the Shakers, with 
some very graphic illustrations, both of which we take to be the work of 
that favorite purveyor of knowledge for the people—Benson J. Lossing ; there 
is also a good chapter about North Carolina; many attractive stories, and a 
full and readable editorial department. To complete the variety of subjects 
treated in the charming little quartos for children, published by this house, 
the last one is devoted to Fairy Tales, illustrated with much cleverness, 
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Mr. C. A. Dana’s “ Household Book of Poetry ” is about half stereotyped ; 
under the several divisions of ‘‘ Nature,” ‘‘ Love,” and “ Friendship,” he has 
collected all the most endeared specimens of the Anglo-Saxon Muse, from 
Chaucer's time to our own; many of the pieces it is difficult to find as origi- 
nally written, many exist only in expensive and rare volumes, and all it is 
delightful to have within a moderate compass. Judging by the manner in 
which the first part of this voluminous work has been prepared, it will prove 
at once the most complete and recherché ever published. 


The third volume of Dr. Sprague’s memoirs of the American clergy is 
nearly printed, and will be issued by Carter & Brothers in a few weeks. It 
will be devoted to the “ Presbyterians.” It is encouraging to know that a 
work so extensive and retrospective as this—appealing to no immediate in- 
terest, yet of the greatest value, has long ago been sold to an extent which 
covers the expense of publication ; and seems destined to be a permanently 
saleable work. The materials for sueceeding volumes, which will embrace 
the Episcopalians, Unitarians, Baptists, Methodists, &c., are already collected. 
The author has met with the most cordial acknowledgments for his eminent 
service—both public and private; the extension of his investigations may be 
imagined from the single fact, that he has paid for postage alone incident to 
this enterprise, fifteen hundred dollars.

measures as will compell Mr. Newby to withdraw my name from the title- 
page and advertisements of the work.—I remain, &c., Jucia Kavanacu.

I am sure I need make no apology in requesting the insertion of the fol- 
lowing statement of facts, in reply to a letter which has been printed in 
your pay from Miss Julia Kavanagh, which absence from town has pre- 
vented me from sooner noticing. Nearly twelve months since, Miss Julia 
Kavanagh’s father brought the Ms. of “ The Hobbies” to me with a view to 
its publization, telling me that a considerable portion of it had been written 
by his daughter, who had carefully revised the whole as its editor. The MS. 
fully bore out this statement, inasmuch as I found a large part of it, as well 
as innumerable emendations, in Miss Kavanagh’s handwriting. I was also 
shown several letters of Miss Kavanagh’s, in which she wrote in high terms 
of the merits of the work, and of her having made such alterations as she 
thought would make it more acceptable to the public.

I was unaware when I accepted the MS. that unhappy family 
differences had arisen between Miss Kavanagh and her father; nor had I 
reason to suppose that any objections existed to the use of her name as edit- 
ing her parent’s work, until 1 was called upon by her solicitor to withdraw 
it. Immediately, however, on being requested to do so, a new title page 
was printed, and sent to every library to which copies of the work had been 
sold; and in further compliance with Miss Kavanagh’s request, her solicitor 
was promised that, immediately after my return to town, the fact should be 
announced to the public in a form that would be most agreeable to her 
wishes. I was, therefore, much surprised—and I think I have reason to 
complain of Miss Kavanagh’s publishing her letter of the 9th inst., threaten- 
ing me with the penalties of the law, when she could not fail to be aware 
that every thing, and even more than any legal proceedings could have ef 
fected, had already been done by me to comply with her wishes, and that if 
any ground of complaint existed, it ought rather to be settled between her 
f he and herself, than between herself and me.

A number of scientific French pamphlets, sent by M. Vattemare to a 
Philadelphia house, explaining the processes of sugar culture, have been 
placed in the hands of H. S. Olcott, Esq., of this city, for translation, and will 
presently be made public. 


As other journals have already mentioned the fact, it is, perhaps, not im- 
proper for us to state that Mr. Bayard Taylor is about to be married to Miss 
Marie Hausen, a daughter of the eminent German astronomer of that name. 
The wedding will take place at Gotha, the residence of the bride’s family, in 
the autumn, after Mr. Taylor's return from the North Cape. The happy 
couple will spend the next winter at Moscow. This event will not prevent 
the execution of Mr. Taylor’s plan of an exploration of Central Asia previous 
to his return to this country.—7ribune. 





The following from the New York Tribune of the 8th inst., will surprise 
and pain the great body of our readers. Death under such cireumstances, in 
the midst of health, in the full enjoyment of life, surrounded by those who 
give that life its most enduring happiness, of itself, without regard to individ- 
ual connexion, falls heavily on the general human heart; but when it be- 
comes the fate of one we have known and loved, whom but a few hours past 
we have seen in the possession and exercise of all his faculties, unimpaired 
by age or disease ; fulfilling the duties devolving upon the good citizen, the 
honest man, the loving parent, the sensation of profound grief is aceompa- 
nied by that mental shock which so often overthrows all the anticipations 
and calculations we have made for the future, in the appalling conviction 
that the messengei of death, unheralded and unseen, may give his dread sum- 
mons at any hour and in any place. 

“ Melancholy Sailbort Accident—Three Persons Drowned.—A painful acci- 
dent occurred on Monday upon Lake Ronkonkoma, on the south-east side of 
Long Island, about fifty miles from Brooklyn, by the eapsizing of a sailboat 
and the drowning of three persons—Mr. John W. Leslie of the firm of G. P. 
Putnam & Co., publishers; Miss Harriet Palmer, a niece of Mr. Leslie, and 
Mr. David B. Porter of the firm of Lane & Porter, dry goods merchants in 
Canal-street. The circumstances of the sad affair, as near as we could learn 
them, are these: Mr. Leslie,in company with his children and Mr. Porter, 
left the city on Friday last to spend a few days with his (Leslie's) father, at 
Edenville, about eight miles from the above lake, and went to the lake on 
Monday to enjoy a few hours in sailing. There were in the boat, besides the 
parties who were drowned, five other persons, one of whom was a daughter 
of Mr. Leslie, a young lady of 17; the name of the others our reporter could 
not learn. ‘They had not been long upon the water, when, through some 
mismanagement, the boat was upset and all on board were precipitated into 
the water, and the three above-named were drowned. The bodies had not 
been recovered up to an early hour yesterday morning. Mr. Leslie was a 
native of this city, about 45 years of age, and has been engaged in the book 
trade for about 20 years. He resided in Broklyn, and was one of the Ward- 
ens of St. Peter’s Church of that city. He was a widower, his wife having 
died about two years since, but he leaves five children to mourn this sad 
calamity. Mr. Porter was a native of Michigan, about 33 years of age, and 
leaves a wife and three children. He was also a resident of Brooklyn, and 
was a Vestryman in St. Peters Church,” 

[We learn that on the day of this melancholy disaster Mr. Leslie had been 
persuaded to alter his intention of coming to the city, in order to go upon 
the excursion, and that contrary to his own inclinations he relinquished his 
design. The two gentlemen who were drowned were the only ones of the 
party that could swim. Mr. Leslie had assisted his daughter to the boat, and 
was attempting to save his niece when he was drowned. |

As the object has been more to be useful 
than original, the best engineering writers and experimenters have been 
consulted, among whom are, Gauthey, Navier, Vicat, Tredgold, Barlow, 
Totten, Fairbairn, Hodgkinson, Clark, and Lardner; also, a great number of 
reports by American civil engineers upon railroad matters. If assumptions 
take the place of demonstrations, it will be upon good authority, Readers 
will bear in mind that the work is a ‘handbook’ and not a ‘treatise.’ It is 
intended more as an office-companion than as a text-book for students. It 
will give in all cases the actual numerical result needed, whether it be the 
seantling of a bridge chord, the thickness of a wall, or the dimensions of a 
locomotive boiler.” The volume is an octavo of over 450 pages, and is pro- 
fusely supplied with diagrams and statistical tables.

Perhaps it were 
indicative of a too sanguine disposition to express expectations of securing 
the —— of the proprietors and proprietresses of the establishments 
treated of. He trusts, however, they will read his ‘ Physiology.’ They may 
derive profit from it—if not pleasure. May he suggest that a more judicious 
present from a boarder or boarders to a landlady than this volume—especially 
if a leaf or so be turned down in appropriate places—could scarcely be ima- 
gined.” The illustrations of the work deserve notice for their quiet yet ex 
pressive humor.
